_ _ few York has tried to OTerreach the 
whole country, and now it is mad over ideas 
of underminiEt; itaelf and of bridging its 
rivers. The latest of tho attacks is a bridge 
over the Bast rircr, which is a relapse by the 
way, as it was etronply talked of after the 
entire practicability of a cable suspension 
bridge lad been demonstrated on the Niagara 
river. Its principal points are as follows: The 
land approach to the suspension bridge com 
rnences on the New York3ido near the corntr 
of Catherine and Henry streets, and aaconds 
at the grade of 5 feet to 100 feet for Ike dis- 
a.ce of ioveral hundred fect to tho first tow- 
, from which a Bhort suspension bridge is 
»irown to the next or principal tower, stand- 
ing ncur the water's edge. The distance 
across the river at this point is 1,350 feet. The 
same light grado ia continued to the middle 
of the main ppan, and there the descent 
towaid Brookijn commences at a similar 
grade, and tho slortn finally terminates in 
Fulton street, near Main street, on the other 
side of the river. 

The height of the two principal Suspension 
towerp, above high tide, is 225 feet. From 
tleee tho bridge is swung by the usual system 
of cables and wires, and is 125 feet above tho 
middle of lbs river at high water. Two roid- 
ways are proposed, one of 36 feet in width for 
eerriagrB md horse cars, the other (beneath 
it) 25 feet, made exclusively for foot passen- 
gers. The total length of the bridge floor, 
from Catherine and Henry streets, N. Y., to 
Fulton, near Main street, Brooklyn, is 4,250 
feet, or abont thrco quarters of a mile. Last- 
ly, and the most interesting item of all, the 
estimated eost ia $3,000,000. There is no 
dcubt that such a biidge can be built with 
money enough. The only question is, will it

A very 
decided aad peculiar gloom and sadn?ss per- 
vadtd all tbit'gs, lunary and sublunary, within 
onr view; but the effect upon our servant was 
the most marked of any. Upon asking him 
why he seemed bo concernod lorOtsukijaaiVs 
illacEs, ho replied, inattbo benign goddess oc- 
casionally — icdeed, almost every yeir — as- 
sumes the weight of epidemics and bodily 
misfortunes of her most virtuous votaries; 
\d thus relieves many good peoplo from 
omj and suffering, by electing to suffer in 
their stearl ; therefore was he sad to see the 
benevolent Otsukisama very sick at pres- 
ent. We eeked, might it not be some mucky 
cloud of anger at the evil doicijr,s of the 
Japanese that shaded her countenance? He 
believed not; he bad seen her sick on former 
occasions, and was quite satisfied thit on this 
occasion she was more in sorrow and sickness 
than in anger. To his great joy, however, 
she gradually recovered; and al'.er the lapse 
of a couple of hours, she was herself again — 
marching np the keavens, not seeming in any 
respect the worse for the ailments which she 
had lately eo benevolently borne oti behalf of 
poor mortals^ 

U3F»A correspondent writes to the Memobis 
Bulletin: 

The steamer Hope, bound for St. Lonis, left 
Memphis this morning at eleven o'clock. 
About tweive o'clock she lauded at Beef Is- 
land to wood, and remained about two hours. 
While busily engaged in wooding, and while 
the passengers were in the midst of dinner, 
we were attacked by a party of mounted 
guerillas from the oppositojsaoie. The band, 
as near as 1 conld tell, numbered at least fifty. 
They tired « volley at the boa*, several sho'i 
taking effect in different places, but, very for- 
tunately, injuring no one, but badly frighten- 
ing several lady pasnengers, and some of the 
gentlemen, also. We had the 10th Ohio bat- 
tery on board, and very soon several of their 
guts were trapped np, and a lively shelling of 
the woods then took place, with what effect is 
unknown. We left the Island about'three P. 
M., and continued shelling until the boat had 
passed the dangerous vicinity. When about 
twenty miles below Fort Pillow, ws met the 
Grey Fox and Ike Hummer. They had got- 
ten as fcr as Fort Pillow, or nearly there, 
when they found the place in the possession 
of the Confederates, and were fired upon by 
the latter and compelled to return, sittiog 
that there were irom four to six thousand ia 
the place. We continued up the river, nntil 
we came across their pickets, whijn, thinking 
discretion the better part of valor, we put 
about for Memphis again. We mat the Sun- 
shine, bailed hrr, and advised her to return to 
Memphis, which she did. During the at-.jck 
on the Hope in tho morning, several shots 
struck the cabin aLd wheeihouse, and two or 
iLlte-sf the passengers made a very narww 
•:c»;.e. '

The ftrefttest success of the year was tb» 
grand demonstration in favor of General Mc- 
Clellan at Cooper Institute, New York, tf) 
which we have heretofore all nded. The World 
devotes several colnms to the meeting, and the 
Htrald and other city papers conceded that it 
was a monster meeting, unparalleled in enthu- 
6U:m and ability. From the report we puo- 
lish the speech of Gen. Norton, in order thtt 
the views e>f the true Union men of the South 
of the destructive policy of the radicals, who 
of late have assumed cc ntrol of the govern- 
ment, may be fully understood. The speech, 
on ficcount of its historical accuracy and 
soundness of doctrine, is eminently worthy of 
being generally read and preserved. 

General A. Banning Norton, the Editor of 
tbe last Union paper in Texas and in the 
Sontb, was introduced. Mr. Norton was 
three times elected to the Texas Legislature, 
and was the Adjutant-General at the time of 
secession. He owned three newspapers, two 
of which were seized by tho secessionists and 
the third destroyed. He was indicted simul- 
taneously in eight counties for treason, be- 
cause be was a Unionist, hut succeeded in es- 
caping, although a reward was offered for his 
bead, and has remained in Ohio for the last 
two years. 

In commencing his remarks he said he 
would be unable, from severe indisposition, 
to make himself htard by the assembled 
thousands unless order was observed, and he 
remarked to those who were calling "louder," 
that in tbe Lone Star State tbey had a homely 
phrase ' if you don't like the smeil of frcih 
bread leave the bakehouse." [Gre tt laugh- 
ter ] If, however, they were true friends of 
the gallant chieftain, to adrance whose causa 
he was willing to lend his humble aid by 
travelling leng weary miles to attend tho 
meeting, if they were in favor of George 
B. McClellan— [enthusiastic cheering]— for 
the man of -the people for the next President 
of the United States [rcnowed cheering], then 
he knew they would give him their attention. 
Hear me, my friends and fellow-countrymen. 
Hear me for your country's causa. He-ir me. ' 
not for any merit that I possess mysvlf, for I 
make no pretensions. I am humble, poor, 
aLd penniless, and the result I bear in my 
own person and my own property of this in- 
fernal and hell- born rebellion. [Applause.] 
I have no leve for the causes th».t have 
bronght it about, or the parties who hive 
been instrumental in bringing the present 
unfortunate condition of affairs upon tho 
country. [Much cheering ] I know it is the 
custom in every political canvass of those 
who address the people to use the old hack- 
neyed expression that they are now in the 
great crisis of their country's bis'ory, 
and if their particular party is not 
successful in the present campaign tbe 
country Is certain to be destroyed. I 
n.ake no such expression, for God knows, 
and yon mortals all know, that your country 
is not only upon the brink of ruin, but is far 
gone in the road of destruction* It is neces- 
sary that wc should have a proper man in tho 
management of the ship of State, if wo would 
ride through tbe storm. We were told in tho 
olden tines that skilful mariners should dread 
and avoid Scylla and Obnrybdte; and I now 
say to you, that you should aliko dread seces- 
sion and abolition. [Cheers ] We have now 
an unskilful and unfaithful captain, and a 
maticous crew. I refer to tbe issues taken by 
certain men in Washington, with Lincoln 
himself. We must have a good captain to 
guide us safely to the harbor of p»*cs and 
prosperity, and that m*.n is Geo. B. McClellan. 
[Great cheers ] I heard that McClellan had 
uo fritnds, and I whs astonished when 
I came to this ball to see tbe masses that 
came cp to honor him here, and I do 
not see them all now either, for I went 
outeido a little while ago, aud stooi upon the 
battlements, and saw tho assemblage stretch- 
ing fbrcngh ycur streets, terrible us an army 
with banners marching on to redeem tho 
country from its dangers. I found that Me- 
Ciellan had friends — a body of intellig!nt 
men, and, if you were all like myself, I 
would say gcod looking m;o too. ,'L,-iuj.t- 
ter.j This it the K.u« fWplaia ui;k. [That's 
what we want.] You don't want hifalutin; 
ytu don't want figures of rhetoric. Now, in 
Texas, wo have three kinds of sense. Tho 
positive is sense, the comparative is common 
sense, the superlative is horse sense; and what 
we want now is horsesense. Your chairman 
in inticducirjg me told yon that I edited the 
last Union purier ia Texas. [Cheers ] Not 
only in Texas but in the rebel South, and I 
was the only man who published the Inaugu- 
ral message of Abraham Lincoln, [aisses 
and applause] Fordoing sol lost subscri- 
bers and received denunciation and abuss, 
having refused also to publish tbe mes- 
sage of 'King Jeff." [Cheers] I will not 
dwell upon this theme. It is painfnl to m». 
I should not have alluded to the subject at 
all, tut (jrom tbe manner of my introduction 
to you. 1 found editing a Union paper there 
a hard ro»d to travel, and many of its inci- 
dents such as it is not plea;!ir.t to recar to. 
He wanted to define his portion, and did not 
wish to le considered as desiring to assist in 
building up a party to break down the Ad- 
tu:ni8tratioD, hut was actuuted solely by a 
desire to tio all in my power to perpetuate 
this glorious free government which our 
fathers gave ns. Speaking of Texas, he said 
he did not know what his State would 
be by the policy which the radicils had 
adopted.. He knew that she would not ba a 
State, and she might be a subjugated provinca. 
[A voice— "that's eo."] The administration 
is pursuing a cour?o which will cause the 
Union mi'D ot the South to give up all hope 
for the future. If its policy' is carried out, 
Texas will not be a State to be inhabited by 
Unionists. It is proclaimed by the public 
speakers of the party in power that slavery 
is the sole cause of the war, and that there can 
be no peace or happiness in the country unt:l 
slavery is afcolishtd. These men, by their 
opiniots, question the justice of Deity itself. 
1 aii do apologist for theinstituMoa of slavery; 
I with simply to regard tbe rights of persons 
holdirg slaves as property, as those rights aro 
defined in the Constitution. 

He then spoke at length of the present ua- 
.•'cr'.una'o condition of tbe country, mtriou- 
ting the war to the feeling of alienation 
which was enaendered on the part of the 
extremists North aud South. He was no 
advocate of slavery. He took the institution 
ao it bad existed La this country at the timo 
tbe Constitution was created, and he regarded 
tbe rights of citizens of the Sou hi-rn States 
as d» fined and established by the Constitution 
*nd tbe laws of the country. Ho allu lrd in 
the most scathing terms to George Thompson, 
who, in 1834, was condemned and denounced 
by conservative people every where, but who 
bud a public recemion in Bos on last mon'.h. 
He waa introduced by Gov. Andrew, of M-is'! 
[treses], and when he'( Mr. Thompson) fiaished 
bis speech— tell It not in Gath, publish it not 
in the streets of Askelon — right there within 
th» sacred precincts ot the cradle of liberty 
itself— there were given three cheers fur the 
Queen ot England. [Hisses] Yes, myoun- 
Uy men, three cheers for what he termed ''his 
prscioua lady, the Queen of England." 
[Hisses ] Upon the occtsion, said the speak- 
er, the anniversary of St. Patrick (bespoke 
the word with reverence, for if there was one 
ent tied to tbe kind and grateful remembrance 
of the people it was St Patrick), to their shime 
te it f aid, cheers were given ror sentiments 
uttered by Thompson against the Democratic 
institutions of our government — the English- 
man who denounced the slave institution and 
slave policy for not allowing the blacks to be 
taught to read and write — while there stands 
upon the records of English history a statute 
law prohibiting the teaching of the Irish peas- 
ants to read and write, and prescribing a pen- 
ally for so doing. [Applanse.] How shame- 
ful it was for snch a man to come here and 
meddle witk the domestic institutions of this 
t:ce people, and to involve this country in 
civil wur, and that he should ba greeted with 
cheers for the Queen. [A voice, "nanghitnl"] 
Another cause ot the war was the old feud 
:hat had existed from the days that his ven- 
erable friend (Mr. Kendall) assisted General 
Jackson in managing the affairs of Stater— 
which was the question of free trade. - There 
were other questions that had operated to 
produce the present unhappy feeling be- 
tween the two sections of the country, 
prominent among them being the dis- 
trait ion on the part of the paople of 
the North and the South to underrate each 
o'her. He f poke of Mrs. S:owe's and Olm- 
stead's works, which misrepresented the true 
cotdUion cf affairs — the legitimate conse- 
quence of which was that there grow up an 
embittered state ot fueling in tbe South to- 
word tte people of tbe North. If those mis- 
guided people had only been mindful of the 
teachings of Washington and Jefferioa, who 
warned them against forming sectional par- 
tus, and catioced them aga'T-st alien* 1 ing 
tic people, the country would not be iuvolved 
in the present war. There gr>-w up a people 
iu these latter days who were unmindful of 
the Corsi itution and forgetful ot law, and tbe 
country was now buffering in flesh, in blood, 
and -in treasure the consequences of this act 
Mosei gave the command not to covet oar 
neigtbots' property, and those who it.term-d- 
dled wiih it should have remembered the 
tietcnth cmmendmnit: mind your ova 



business. If we were trus to the Constitu- 
tion and to its requirements, and stood by 
that sacred instrument in spirit and iu letter, 
the Union would again become the same as 
our fathers made it. We then would have a 
union of brotherly love and friendly feeliag. 
He (the speaker) was reared io the great 
Whig sehool of the nation, and was tbe fol- 
lower ot glorious old Henry Clay. [Ap- 
plause] He waa the Gamaliel at, whose feet 
he learned tbe great lessons of instructioas.to 
be repardfnl of the value of the Union, aud 
to stand by it at all hazards, in every extrem- 
ity. It was he who said, that, whenever the 
question of Allegiance to his State or to 
the Federal Union presented itaelf, macti 
as he loved Kentucky, he would only 
yield alleuiance to the government of 
the United States. It was because be (thu 
speaker] was reared in that school of faith 
that when the mad waves of secession were 
rolling around him in Texas he stood true to 
the Constitution and tlw Union. It so hap- 
pened that in these latter days he — the warm 
admirer of Ciay and Webster, the giaut intel- 
lects who stood up in defenceof the Constitu- 
tion and the country — stood upon the same 
platform with the venerable friend of Andrew 
Jackson, the gallant old hero, who was al- 
ways tme to the Constitution and the Union. 
[Cheers]. Thrre w?re a class of men out 
west who denounced his venerable friend 
Kendall as not being a Jackson Democrat, 
and who claim to be the eimon pure Demo- 
crats of the country. They would have you 
believe that tbev were all Epnmg from the 
loins of tbe old hero of New Orleans: unfor- 
tunately for them he had no eons — these are 
bastards! [Cheers]. I came into this upper 
country (continued the speaker) afl thorough 
aiid urjeompromisiaga Union man as cv<-r wore 
russet shoes or brogins. No man ever heard 
me raice my voice in opposition to any action 
of the Acimitiiatration or its course of policy 
until after that Administration removed Gaa. 
McClellan from his position. [Cheers.] I. 
was because I was fully impressed with the 
belief that Gen. McClellan, although not a 
giant in stature, jet towering so far a'oofe 
the mushrccm growth in Washington City — 
[The rest of tbe sentence wag lost in the tu- 
mult of applause that followed this utterance.] 
I suy it was because I found him to be an in- 
tellectual giant, with a more comprehensive 
knowledge th»n the other men I met with 
possessed, that I was favorably impressed in 
opinion with regard to bim. After that let- 
ter, which set forth his policy, was written he 
wr.s removed. My friends, he was removed 
because he would not be a sub.'e too! and sic- 
rifice his own horest convictions to the be- 
hests of a set of politicians at Washington 
Citv. [Applause ] Finding that he would not 
sacrifice Ms manhood and cringing bow be- 
fore them and wtiae nptrovin^l.r to their 
icbtmes of fariarici-m and madness, they ap- 
plied the official ax to his head. He could 
say with truth that their policy toward him 
wae: 

"Ton will and yon won'r, 
Toil ran find yon can't. 
ToaihaU un<l youttian't," 

Gecrge B. McClellan, you'll be d — d if you 
do, and you'll be d— d if yoa don't [Great 
laughter] 

These men actually fancied and bclieTed 
that they bad damned him to eyerUsting in- 
famy ; that there wero none so poor to do him 
reverence; but when I came itito this hall to- 
night, in this gre'it metropolis of the nation, 
* here the re is wealth, property, and influence, 
talent, and intelligence, I found thrtt Georgn 
B. McCIelhin had thousands of friouds where 
Wis tratfucers had none. [Loud cheers ] He 
hap been abused, denounced, and traduced as 
tuft men iu the history of our country have 
b: en traduced and villified. [Voice — "Except 
We.tbington and Jackson."] Yes like WasU- 
ingtcn; tut like h.n» I believe Provideuce 
'has marked hira out to be the saviour of 
fci3 country. [Voices — "Yes, yes," "Good," 
"The second George," and applaaie ] 
Yes, he is the second George. [Sa- 
newed applause ] Not George ths Second, 
but George B., which stands far George the 
t etter in our hard and critical emergency. 
But they traduce and denounce him. Is it 
possible that he can survive? Those persons 
cut West who are bitter agaiust bira won- 
der if be dared show himself iu New York. 
[Laughter ] They actually thought he would 
not dare to show himself out West Bat ev- 
ery now and then soma men fron the army 
came beck — the men who inarched uudcrttie 
banner of which h: waa tho loader. They 
walked the streets miuus aa arm or a leg 
lost in tbe service of the country, and shout- 
ed for "little Mac." As I left on tho train 
of cars to come, to New Ycrk I bid good- 
by to a foldier who had lost his R,-m on 
the battle-field, and when I told him I was 
tiding to attic d a McClellan meeting I asked 
bim how he bfcoi tr, &-~± Lo auid, 'fl aai for 
Little Mac — pat Dim through." [Laughter 
and cheers ] But, my countrymen, George 
B. McClellan cun bear traducing. He can 
live under the abuse that ho receives — under 
the gibes and jeers of an enemy, even though 
that enemy should be the great joker himself. 
[Cheers and laughter ] Portentous indeed 
will be the day, if<it should ever arrive, whea 
it will be said that the owl, towering high in 
price of place, shall bring tbe eagle dowu. 
No mousing owl can, by any effort he may 
make, fly to tha same height that onr oagle 
will go; for "Little M ac" hts the eagles u,oa 
his shoulders, and still higher ho will soar. 
[Great applause ] Thi3 wa3 a fniitful them?, 
mi d he was like tea old maa in ths revival, 
who said he would cot give a cuss for a man 
who hadn't his heart in a cause. My whole 
heart, continued Mr. Norton, is in tbe 
cause of George B. McClellan, because 
I believe it to be the cause of civil and 
cnris'ilntional liberty. ["Good," and ap- 
I lausp ] Wo need his triumphant election, 
ncd alt cf you should come up and join hinds 
and march stonlder to sbou] ler io advancing 
his cause. [Voices— "We will."] Some o-' 
you may be peace Democrats; some of you 
may be of that class styled war Democrats; 
fomeofyou may be conservatives; a-id many 
of ycu cioub'iess are Repab ictns— all h iriog 
nt heart 'he welfare of our common country. 
Tben, in this day and hour of our national 
teril, in God's name com» np Co the -help of 
tie Lord agiinst the might.' ; come up in de- 
fence cf popular rights; come Uii ia dtfiuc? cf 
constitutional liberty ; come up for tbe retain 
of your bleeding country from those who h ive 
stricken such deadly blows at iu life. [A 
vcict — "And we went our soldiers to ioj 
tot."]' Yes, we do, to marc'i right along with 
us. They have served their country i.nddone 
it good service, and are entitled tj the 
I banks of every man and woaiaa in th» land. 
These soldiers, one and all, who have do-ie 
such h2td service with the Army of ths Po- 
tcmcc, and who have with their great leader 
bem traduced and villilieu know how false 
all these chsrgfs and accusations have been 
against tbeiroid comrnaLder-iu-c&ief. [' Taa.'s 
so," and loud cheers ] And to- day it it were 
in their power, thoy would arr_av themselves 
onceeg'iin under his banner. [ 'That i< so," 
by soldiers] Why, countrymen, nothiug 
under bcavi n baa been aco /tnplishod since 
(Jeneral McClellan was removed, in taking 
Hietmoi d, any more than bo himself had 
done.

Now, rcy mends, I have come to speak to 
vou a few words in reference to the con- 
dition of the South and thn Suttia iu the 
Si utb. The doctrine which I hold, and which 
I believe every man ia this room who is sane 
will bold, is that the States which have bueo, 
by the rebellion of citizens of tliosaState3, car- 
ried, as it were, out of tbe rightful control of 
the laws of those Suites and the Constitution 
of the Federal Union, that thay cannot be de- 
stroyed. I will give you au illustration of 
the matter. I belong to Texas; and I know 
tbst the convention that passed tbe ordinance 
of secession was called by an irresponaiole 
little clique of eix'y-one men, hangers-abotit 
of drinking saloons end restaurants, and it 
waa issued by and in pursuance of the uction 
of that clique. An election v.-es held ; one 
tundred and eighty delegates camo together 
at the State capital, without any right what- 
ever, and passed nn ordjriance of secession. 
It was in the moit dark uad perilous time 
that that glerions old chief, Sam Houston, 
the eld war-worn hero of Saa Jacinto— 
[cheers] — 

A voice — "Is he living ye ?" 

He is not living, my friend, I am sorry to 
say. The last interview I had with him he 
trusted in God fcr my speedy getting oat of 
the country, and for my speedy return with 
nun wbo would relieve ihem fiom the thral- 
dem aud tyranny that was over them. In the 
darkest hour, he, the rightful Governor, was. 
deposed, because of his fidelity to the Consti- 
tutional Ution, and Ed. Clark, tbe miserablo 
tool, was proclaimed Executive iu bis place. 
Sirs, our State was n»ver rightfully carried 
ont of the Union. This conventien .that 
passed the ordinance of secession contained 
seven me-mbers who had the nerve and man- 
hood to vote against the paseege of that ordi- 
naLce, and I recollect the jeers and jibes aud 
hisses that ensued as each vole was called, and 
bow tho noble James Throckmorton sprang 
to bia feet and said "The rabble may h.c.s 
when patriots tremble." [app!au3a] Tiiat 
wes the class cf rneo that wcro truo to the 
Constitu ion and the Union iu our Siate. In 
our legislature we had thirteen meuibsrs who 
voted against tbe on!ina.nce of S' ct-fision, nn 1 
I am prcudcr than ot any event in my lit'a 
that it was my lot to be one of tho th r- 
ie. n who voted agaiust the action of ihnt 
convention. [Applause. ] The c>3"ention 
Butmirted tie ordinance ct sucj.aina to 
tbe vote of the people, and they re- 
journed to their boTes, 'O jie one tun 
dred and eighty delegates aud all bbe 
cltttrs, ser,'ein'-a -arms, and other <>rn <-<e 
coLEicted with It, *od tbey wem out 



with only 6evcn men to battle against th»m. 
We bad only thirteen men in tho Legislator ', 
ard yet we kept tbe faith and fought the good 
fight. The Constitution required that tbey 
should give sixty days' notice of their elec- 
tion, and yet upon this most important event 
in the history of onr Slate government they 
had only fifteen days to exercise their discre- 
tion in regard to their votes. Then they came 
np to vote under that most infamous of all 
terrors, the reign of terror instituted by a 
vigilance committee, and yet seventeen thou- 
sand of these loyal men had the nerve and 
vigor, faithful to the Constitution and tbe 
Union, to rote an open ticket against seces- 
sion in that State. [Applanse] The State 
was declared carried out by the convention. 
It was in point of fact the eighth Sta e iu the 
Union to secede. Tbey carried the vota for 
this reason mainly, that Mi>jor General 
Twiggs before that election, in violation, of his 
express promise to Genera! Hoaswn, surren- 
dered np the arms and the monitions of war to 
tbe agents of the order ot the Golden Circle, 
w no took command and swuy. And shall it 
te said that the loyal mea of any State who 
wero carried outof tha Union by such meaDS 
through the instrumentality and connivance, 
the fraud and treachery of officers sworn to 
tl e government, sball it ba said that now the 
Federal administration sha l be Scekittg.'to dis- 
franchise onr people, confhcat .ug their goods 
and chrte'e, emancipating their slaves, and 
depriving them of all t'-iAr po'8ession-.7 [ 'No, 
no. '] No, my friends, I know yoa consider 
itwiong;it is infamously wrong, and let 
me say one thing further, after all tha sacri- 
fices itat our people, have made, after they 
have remained true, and maay of the Uq^n 
men have been driven from their homes, many 
of them hunted down, many of th' tn found 
rhcir hiding places in the caverns of Colorado, 
and many have left their bones to pleaob upon 
tte barren sands — shall it be said ot those men 
wbo fell *o nobly in behalf of the true prin- 
ciples of government that they died in vain? 
["No, never."] Shall it be said that their 
rights and the rights of their families are to 
be trampled upon by the agents of the P'ederal 
Government? ["No, no."] My blood fairly 
boils within me when I refer to thi present 
condition of public affairs; when I soe the 
proposition submitted in the Senate of the 
United States by the radical Senator, I would 
call bim, if it were not for dealing in per- 
sonalities, to which I object, a crack-braiaed, 
fanatical Senator. ['"Sumner T"] No, sir; it 
is the Kansas border ruffian. Lane; and, by 
the way, I think, as be did not get re elected, 
that he probably realizes the truth of that old 
proverb, ' It is a long lane that has no end- 
ing." [L".oohtcr ] I bare never seen bim, 
but I take it for granted he is a long, lank, 
cudavercus, and a white-livered Lane, or he 
would not be iu favor ot disfranchising the 
lecple of Texas, ard giving all their proper- 
ty, their slaves, all the territory west of tha 
Colorado river up to Treed negroes 1 Are you, 
tbe people of the free North, aud otherwise 
citiMDfl of New York, going to stand by e.nd 
ste these efforts to wre3t from the true Uaion 
men of Texas all their property and effects? 
["No! no! yneverl"] 

My friends, rcy doc'ritie is this, and I be- 
lieve it is the wholesome and correct Demo- 
cratic doctricc, that those men who were in 
tLe States, true to the Federal Government 
true to their State Constitution, lose nono of 
their rights whatever by the aciiou of those, 
who, in rebellion, take held of tho govern- 
ment. [Ohcir.-]. It is tbe true doctrine, tho 
coin ct view ot Ihe question; and if yon do 
not lake tbis view, then you run into the r*i- 
ical-' position, who declare thittthe States are 
not iu exister ce as States but in a teeritoria! 
condition. Think you that that policy i3 more 
iikely to win the Union men South to coaie 
op and embrace the old Coast itution aad swear 
allegiance to it? Think you that thay will 
renew tbeir vows and pkdgo again their faith 
sooner thtn they wcu'd to s uul by th" Gov- 
'niufpl upon thv policy of George B, M';- 
OUlku't lLm;cn L»r letter, KM to you. 
No, sir. Sach a course as this In Texis aai 
other Statrs never c-in make Union men. 

Those men to my Sta'o havo th' ir historic 
rediticr s. Thsy have the glory of the past 
encircling th m, and ihey are never grin? to 
prove unworthy sons of their fathers. Why, 
► ir, tbe very shades of old Davy Croc.kttt And 
Ei ant. and Powie s.ni Travi', and of t*ie gal- 
lant anen who fell at Alamo and Goliad, 
their shades would again return to earth and 
frighten ont every devil of the;? men from the 
lands fcr which they fiught nnder this Jim 
I.i r.e system. [Applause^ Thin, too, 1 be- 
lii ve, the stmc ccurse ofpolicy is being pur- 
sued in Florida, and with disastrous results. 
I believe it has been the settled purpojo of a 
certain se t of men with this affliction called 
"nigfer-on-thc-b.-ain," acccmpaaiol with 
"MT-pn-thi'-heolp," to make tLe coppers s ick. 
I believe this is tho very sama cours. 1 , and I 
tel! yon unless this policy is changed your 
Union cannot iu your life time exist as 
a Union. I want the Unijn maintains!; I 
want it with all the rights uuder the Consti- 
tution and within tho Union. I have no dis- 
position or desiro to do or say anything de- 
tnnsental to tht cause of the Federal Govern- 
ment, or of those wbo for tbe time b?ing ad- 
miLi&ter tbe Government; nut in my opinion 
i be policy tbey adopt is unwiso and impolitic 
and unconstitutional, and I would bi a crav- 
• n ncd a dastard if I did not denounce it 
LLcud cbeerr]. Yes, it i,s the duty ol every 
ii.au to pursue thia course^aml if the re wai a 
little more plaiu talk on this sntjeot by the 
people, the Government would not ba pro- 
pelled in the manner it has been. I have net. 
muc h more to say in reference to that matter. I 
have enly to s»y that thosa men woo set them- 
selves np to preach this di>?trtue, n:> t io laat 
ir.cn on God Almighty's footstool to' accom- 
plish anything for tbe caase of tbo Uaion and 
the Constitution [Applause.] And now let 
me still further say that, if tha coura-3 of pol- 
icy marked out by General MeClellan became 
also tbe policy of the Government, ia all tho 
States in revolt, wherever there wero mea 
wbo tock ground a&ainst secession, those 
men would come up stroag and powerful and 
zealous in support of the Government of yoar 
country. [Applause ] Imagine an army led 
by the gallan' General George B. McClellan, 
era man with that view, in Texas or Louis- 
iana. The people would floi k to him, aud 
they wou'd bring the Stater f Texas and other 
States or.ee again into the Union. And bars 
let me say one word.in refrtence to the con- 
stant abuse and denunciation of the South by 
a class cf men who are canvassing tbe coun- 
try. Then was an old adage I learned when 
a boy, thai it waa "a dirty biid that befouled 
ilB own nest." [Laughter] 

TLi se men v. ho slander the people where 
they lived must do it from sinister motives. 
I appeal to history, and to the fair fame ol the 
men of n State which has bsen so much abused 
by a certain c lass of newspaper writers and 
to'itical uen;at;ogno3. The constitution of 
my State contains the ruo3t liberal provisions 
nnd piovides for common schools that shall 
be free to the children of all citiz- us. The 
appropriations of land arid money for c iuaa- 
tional purposes are greater than in any State 
iu the Union; and notwithstanding the ract 
that we bad a greater amount of rr.oury «s 
common school fund than sdl New EogUud, 
the sanctimonious and puritanical fanatics are 
cor.-tantly assailing us. I affirai that in gen- 
< ral intelligence, purity of morals, social re- 
finement, and all tbo elements that go to make 
' p tte peifett State, with an industrious pop- 
ulation, stetdily increasing; in wealth a id ag- 
ricultural and ccmm<>rcial prosperity, Texas 
never Las had in the same length o' time 
from its State existence a superior, nor oven 
an equal. 

Y i ti hhve been totd that the people of the 
Sontti wero illiterate, ignorant; that they 
were fcand-dfggers, dirt-eaters, and soufi-dip- 
pery, and that there was no manner of gentil- 
ity or refinemtct among them. As one of the 
citizt on of that country, as one who has suf- 
fered, f.iitbful to the government, and has sac- 
rificed for ihe honor of 'be government I t '.ko 
it "upon myself to prcnoanc? any a-ad every 
men who mnkessach statements in reference to 
the peopletimong whom I have lived, in refer- 
ence to the gecen us aad hospitab e Southern 
peoph'.a liar .slanderer, and a coward. [Cheers ] 
My country men, you may just as well under- 
stand each other as n.ot. Vou ar.i warring 
8s:ainet whom? You are not, my friends, in 
tte army, brave soldier boys, you aro not war- 
ring against the mis-rable'Vr.aser.." of Mex- 
ico, not i hut cb ss cf men of whom yoa can 
whip out seven with o?.e of yon, cr.d they 
have an experience ot your calna bravery, 
thait. Uktt them you aro foerucn worthy of 
their steel, and they generally got tbe worst 
ot it, for while they are most ioipuluous, the 
Norihi-. ner, "ihe cold in clime are cold in 
bloe-d," meets tbe charge and as a general 
tl. r g vr nqu'she3 his adversary. 

Tterc have been daring this war many en- 
gafcmer.ts, rha ling Spartan bravery and 
Reman prowesr. Why should there not have 
beiii? Ycu ar» of the eauid flesh and blood, 
ce.-cencaLtsof tbe heroes wbo fought shoulder 
tc the ulder in freedom's holy cause. You are 
as gocd a: tbey, and they no better thai you. 
Tfcire Las been rncugh of gas, enoujh of 
wind, eiough of flourishing of cfSMal trum- 
eeis to the disiarenfirvnt cf your adversary, 
enough cf fal?e prophecy, enough of sooth- 
i-at i ra, foyigh of rpiriruaj-mtdfam prophe- 
tyirg! Tbe"itirty days" have passed, the 
"ninety," and yet, notwithstanding all pre- 
diction?, tbe war gees on with its wonted 
fury. Linco'n, Seward, Chase, Greeley, and 
M:cs D.ckinscn Lars prophecied, an d all 
falsely. 

Tte Tease u of the'e re; ea'cd failures is that 
they start* d on wrong premises.

The authorities, in adopting it, mani- 
fested gross ignorance of the geography and 
of the resources and abilities of the Southern 
States. They forgot that God had favored 
them with a climate and a soil producing in 
greater abundance than the "froza.a r^ionsot 
tbe North;" and that the people were able 
when applying themselves to prodace subsist- 
ence and to make all tbey wear and a sarplui 
besides.

found guilty. 

The Committee were not disposed to adopt 
so radical a change from the present system 
of military jurisprudence and authorized the 
chairman to report against It.

After fighting an 
hour ihe rebel foice tutuberel abjut 3,000, 
who all fell lack to Plcnant Hill. Our lost 
wo* four. Many rebe)3 wero killed and 
wtmnded and sixty captured. 

Natchite ches was occupied on ths 2d. Oa 
the morning of tbe 4th Geo. Smith ordered 
Col. Gooding to proceed to the toiva of 
Ccaipte, five miles distant and dislodge three 
hundred guerillas. Our cavalry tried to charge 
over a bridge, when they were discovered by 
the rebels, who' removed several plaaks. The 
enemy, taking advantage of the disorder 
ciused thereby, poured a heavy fire from their 
hiding-places on the opposite side of the 
bajou into our men, by which Adjutaat 
Dunn, of tho IS h New York civalry, aad 
nine others Wets killed and twenty-eight 
v\ ounded. 

Col. Gocding deployed bi3 infantry and 

cavalry and wns about to flank the towD, 
wben a gunboat opened on tbe place, and the 
rebels embraced the opportunity to escape.

Naw York, April 21. 

Tbe Scotsman enderatanda that tho casoof 
the Pompero has been settled by tho owners 
consenting to a verdict for the Crown and a 
nominal forfeiture of ths vessel.

PaiLADBU'iriA, April 21. 

Tbe Inquirer has the following from Nor- 
folk, dated the 10th: Refugees from Ply- 
mouth, N. C, repert tha* fighting commenced 
on Sunday afiernoon. The rebels in force at- 
tacked Fort Gray, about a mile from the 
town, on the Roanoke river. 

They plsrsted a heavy battery on Polk's 
Island, about half a mile distant, and kept up 
a continuous fire. The rebels thea made 
eeveial charges up to tbe fort, but were each 
time repulsed with great slaughter, when they 
at last retired. A rebel iron ram aud four 
gunbeats moved down to ths obstructions, 
Vltbip six ffidles of tho town, to co-operate 
with the land forcep. 

The rebels were from 10,000 to 15,000 strong, 
atd eemmanded by Gen. Rawson. Ge.heral 
Weizell commands the Union forces. Ho says 
Plymouth is impregnable. 

Our punboat? ate t-tatloned in front of the 
town. The rebel artill ry was directed against 
tbem, and seven were killed and wrui Joa ou 
a gunboat by a shell. U ia rumo.ed that 
the rebels made a simultaneous demonstratioa 
in the vici-ity cf Newbern.

There is an old adage, that "Fortune favor.-- 
tte brave," bat, under present circumstances, 
it must l.e acknowledged that it does not pre- 
serve its truthfulness, if truth it eror did re- 
present. 

Wearied of the dnll monotonous post cf 
London, I accepted the invitation of Mr. John 
Molony, the very kind and gentlemanly 
engineer on the Chattanooga and KuoxriUu 
Railroad, to ride with him on the engine un- 
til we met the train which contaiaed the 
"motive power" of the Knoxrille Convention, 
which meets to morrow. Leaving Loulon 
loaded with the 15th O. V. V. I., at half-past- 
10 A. M., one half an hour behind time, we. h 
wss cot snmed in waitiug for General Howard 
to aeteiniine whether he Ihoald becomea pte- 
fenjier or not. We traveled oirerjthe oonntrv 
in fplenefid style, naw 00 a ridge whire we 
could mrvty a most beautiful country ot 
fsrma being prepared for the coruirjgerop; now 
over a clear stream whose;metnjerings would 
follow us, occasionally ;recrosaiug our pain, 
while in the distance we could survey the 
mountains on either side, all blending to- 
(-ether with artistic minuteness, and creating 
a most beautiful scene. 

While enchanted with this beautiful Swit- 
zerland of America, and unconscious of eve- 
rything bnt pleasure, a sudden jurk, und the 
""yell" from hundreds ot wives startled us, 
and as Johnny whistled down brakes I cast 
my eyis to the rear of the train, yet under 
full headway, and tho scene which was baing 
e nacted was most unfortunate.

t&" Everything indicates speedy action on 
the part of the Aimy of the Potomac, and 
"the war which for a space did fail," will 
eoon "trebly thunder on the gale." We have 
a ris'ortd confidence in the conduct of that 
veteran army, and there are greater grounds 
for coiifiJbLce in auspicious results than over 
existed bcfurC since the evil day when Mc- 
Clellan was retired. Gen. Grant has the com- 
mrnd of the armies of the United States, and 
he will bare do interference with his plans or 
orders. It is said already that the Secretary 
cf War has been intermeddling; Stanton com- 
plained to Giant in relation to the transfer of 
veteran trocts to the frontand the substitution 
of i iw ltvics or convalescents to garrison the 
fortifications, and asserted that this was 
an exercise of authority which be- 
longed colcly to the War Department. 
Giant kssumcd that, as General-in-Chief, 
the action was clearly within the Bcope of 
his authority, and, that, as the orders 
had been istued, they could not be revoked. 
Secretary Stanton appealed to the Presi- 
dent, who, decided in General Grant's 
favor. The secret of Grant's previous success 
has been bis freedom from all constraint and 
the absence of all "red tape" to impede his 
designs. In every military campaign there 
are contingencies Against which foresight cin- 
nct provide, and which no valor can avert, 
but .the national heart beats high in 
Ibe confident assurance that Gen. Grant 
■* :llomil no precaution which will deserve 
gurccss, that his army is provided and distrib- 
ute recording to his own plans, and that he 
will sot .-..:!. r those plans to bo impeded by 
the miseruble cabals of Washington faction 
or tbe iu. pertinence of political dictation. 
Our L.iuttnant General keeps bij secrets 
clcie, and we can judge of his intentions only 
bj Lis actiot.s, and he has now closed the com- 
B utile-. i ■ c behind him, that Lis movements 
Bay not be unwarily reported and divulged 
prtniatuitly. General Grant comprehends 
the great advantages which Lee's interior 
lines give the rebels for concentrating and 
hurling an immense force upon any selected 
part or cur lines, and tho absolute necessity 
of placing the Vafery of Washington beyond 
dcub: also interferes materially with an on- 
ward movement. The Federal Capital is im- 
portant to the Union, but the present den of the 
rebel legislation, if burned out this week and 
levelled with the dust, could reappear next 
week in another locality. The rebel army is 
entirely and compactly concentrated around 
Richmond, and while Grant has to cover 
Washington, be must effect it with as little 
ditfoeion of bis force as possible. He will 
have to take every precaution to render the 
Shenandoah route to Washington impervious 
to thertbtls, while at the Siim timo our 
defences on the line of the Orang-s and Alex- 
andria railroad must be kept without a loop- 
hole through which the Confederates cm ad- 
vance. At each of these points a fores suffi- 
cient to resist a dash of the entire rebel force 
muU be kept, while our sturdy blows are di- 
rected Viy the » ay of Acquia creek and the Cen- 
tral roud, from Harrison's l.-.ndingon the Jitmes 
Tiver, from West Point on the York river, or 
from Suffolk on the Blackwater route and 
the south bank of the James river. Which- 
ever way an approach to Richmond is made 
it has to be done with great precaution, for 
Lee's position on the Rapid Ann, now so 
Strong, must be weakened so as to compel 
him to fall back upon the defences of Rich- 
mond to subsist hU army. 

We have Dot the slightest glimmer of iu- 
tellti eace which can indicate the intentions of 
General Grant We may suspect, but we do 
not know, that Sherman, with the Army of 
the Mississippi, will m»ko a co-operative 
moviment through Georgia and North Caro- 
lina. Hut we bave-every assurance from our 
knowledge cf the man that every move- 
xutnt on the entire stage of the war 
■will be subject to his own unimpeded 
plans. Ee haB placed able officers in 
I the mrst responsible positions. He 
hps no ostentatious disposition of troops 
to make, and he has effected his prepa- 
rations with miDgled celerity and caution. 
I He is fully aware that the rebels have been 
I reinforced from all quarters of the Confedera- 
Icy for the defence of the Potomac; he knows 
[their etreDgth, and he can estimate his ability 
Ito overcome it before he commences his cam- 
Ipaign. From this time forward we shall ex- 
Ipect from him surprising vigor of movements, 
land their success is so fearfully contingent 
|»I>tn the inability of the Washington cliques 
disturb or its babbling fools to disclose 
them, that a prayer from every patriot heart 
Should escend for the protection of Grant and 
nis splendid army from the malign influences 
of the Federal Capital.

{^-According to the latest aeconats, which 
are probably reliable, the Federal forces under 
Gen. Banks on Red River were badly defeat- 
ed, with heavy loss of artillery and men, on 
he 8th inst. ; but afterwards an attack of tho 
cemy was repelled and a considerable portion 
f tbe artillery retaken. The management 
'ipen the part of the Federals in the.arTair of 
he 8th appears to have been shockingly bad. 
First a line of 2,400 infantry, after advancing 
;cme distance, oncountcred the enemy, esti- 
■nated at 10,000, and, at the end of a severs 
right, was routed. Next another Federal 
force, numbering only 1,800 men, went up 
and was routed immediately. Finally a 
Federal force of 7,000 went up, held the ene- 
my in check for twenty minutes, and then 
bad to retreat, but did so in good order. Now 
;he question is, why the three Federal forces, 
which, it appears, were so near each other as to 
be r.ble to fight on the s&me ground on the 
sanie day and in very r-ipid succession, 
were not so concentrated as to oppose 
the enemy in a single body. Why did a 
force of 2,400 men go forward when it was 
knowB, or should have been known, that 
an overwhelmingly superior rebal force was 
in front? Then why did a still sma ler Fed- 
eral force go forward to attack the enemy sin- 
gle-handed? Delight not the whole 11.200, if 
that was the number, have been strong 
enough, united in a single body, to prevent 
the unfortunate defeat, and even to win an 
important victory ? Has General Batiks, in 
whom the country has begun to repose con- 
siderable confidence, turned out at last like 
some of the rest of tho Administration's polit- 
ical and civil Generate? Let him have a full 
bearing before his case is pronounced on, 

We earnestly hope that the report, appa- 
rently well founded, of an important Federal 
victory in a battle subsequent to the one men- 
tioned will prove to be fully true, but at 
any rate the evidence appears to be thit 
Bsnks's entire army was failing back, 
bavicg abandoned, at least for a time, the 
great Red River expedition, from which some 
have hoped and expected so much. The Ad- 
ministration may here find, as in the case of 
rhe disastrous Florida expedition, another of 
the results cf its policy of scattering the Fed' 
eral troops everywhere. A Federal force of 
a few thousand men went into Florida, giving 
the reroe^B, wi.h all their well known railroad 
tacilitics, cmi.le time to collect in still greater 
n ice, and new Gen. Biaks makes an excur- 
sion up Red River several hundred miles to 
■like Shr6veport, where the enemy through- 
out all that vast region of couutry, long noti- 
fied of his intentions and his approach, 
bad every opportunity to muster in all ths r 
strength for usingle encounter. Undoubtedly 
it is desirable to us to occupy all of Florida, all 
of Louisiana, all of Kansas, and all of Tera-, 
and A e must do it, but surely wisdom and even 
common sagacity would dictate that we should 
unite cur lorces as much as practicable aid 
annihilate the main rebel armies, for noboiy 
can fail to understand, that, with such a re- 
sult, tbe rebellion would be broken downand 
all regular military opposition iu the remote 
States, which we have been trying to subju- 
gate, at an end. 

We almost despiir of tbe Administration's 
learning anything in respect to the manage- 
ment of the war. Where so mc.ny lessons 
have been lost, no number may suffice. Our 
Lope is in Gen. Grant, and if we find that he 
is free from Executive shackles, the hope will 
be strong. We have no doubt of the Presi- 
dent's anxiety to put down the rebellion, pro- 
vided he can do so consistently with the ac- 
complishment of his own peculiar and uncon- 
stitutional notions, but we have never hid 
much confidence in his qualifications to dis- 
charge the civil duties of his high position, 
and whe-r, in addition to those vast duties, 
be sseumes tbe discharge of tbe still vaster 
military duties in a war like this, bis failure 
is and must be signal, utter, and deplorable. 

SsJpThe associated press of New York, 
controlling the telegrephic despatches of that 
city and the country, adopted a rule, we 
know not bow long ago, that the despaUhes 
tent to any city should be tho property of the 
newspaper proprietors taking them at any 
{articular time, and that, without the consent 
of a majority of those proprietors, the de- 
statcbes should not be given to any new pro- 
prietor or proprietors wishing to come in for 
them. The rule was adopted, we presume, 
for good and sufficient reasons, and was intend- 
ed, among perhaps other reasons, to indnce 
tbe proprietors in esch city to take the de- 
spatches promptly, on the ground of thereby 
securing their own interest. Many proprie- 
tors, no doubt, took them on this ground, be- 
lieving that they were thus securing an inter- 
est that would be of value to them. 

Four of the newspaper firms in this city 
took tbe despatches, thus obtaining an exclu- 
sive right to them as sgaitst any new-conur 
without the consent of a majority of their 
own number to admit him. Tte proprietor 
of a RepuMican paper, jus; estib- 
liehed in Louisville, applied to the proprietor 
already taking the despatches for tfce privilege 
of LtiDg admitted lo an equal interest in th' m. 
He was informed in reply that he could not 
have them without the payment of a specified 
bonus. Thereupon he complains of illiberal- 
ity. We can see no just reason for his corn- 
plaint. He means to oppose the political 
principles of a majority of the association 
here. He expects, no doubt, to impair 
tbeir pecuniary interests, and they have 
a perfect right to protec'. those interests, by 
any meaop, not dishonest, in their power. 
While we wish personally well to tho p iiMBI 
connected with the new concern, and while 
we are resolved to treat them wi'.h 
courtesy, we think that their whole enterprise 
tends in the direction of evil, and that we are 
under no obligation to help them by favoring 
tbeir gratuitous admission into an association 
fiorn any principle or any romantic feeling. 

There is cot, we venture to say, a newspa- 
per a^scciatrou in any city of tbe United S'.ites 
into which a new-comer, coming nnder such 
circoui8tar;cee, could be admitted gratia. Tne 
tbiDps belonging to others, if worth obtaining, 
are worth paying for. Men are not justly 
censurable for not giving away proporty or 
rights of value to them. If a railroad camp i- 
uy bad an exclusive right for a railroad or 
railroads betweeu two points, tbey certainly 
would not give, if they could, the power to 
another company to construct another rail- 
road between the same points without paying 
for it. If a banking company had an exclu- 
sive right to do a banking business in a city, 
and a (jteamboat company an exclusive right 
to do a steamboat business upon a river, we 
all know that they would act upon the sime 
principle, and that tbey could act upon it 
without being charged with illiberality. Bat, 
in the case of our new neighbors, the ca3e is 
stronger, fur stronger. They asked, not the 
right to establish a new association in Louis- 
ville, but to be admitted to a partnership iu 
an old association, and to enj;iy an equal par- 
ticipation in advantages wtiich hiva cost 
rears eud a very large outlay of money to 
bring about. 

The Louisville Journal has existed in this 
tits nearly thirty-four years, and, during all 
that time, we have had opponents of all de- 
scriptions, but wo cannot remember that any 
of tbtm ever charged us with dishonesty, dis- 
honor, or illiberality, in business atl'iirs. 

t&t We have very little faith, in fact none 
at all, in the confident assertions and specula- 
tions constantly put forth by the correspood- 
ents cf Federal newspapers in regard to the 
rebel plans of invasion and defence. The 
correspondents have no reliable means of 
procuring the information which they assume 
to poesesB; they write only from airy-rumors 
and a desire to givo interesting letters and to 
appear wise. The employers of many of the 
letter-writers seem to tbirk, that, the next 
best thing to correct information is false in- 
formation. 

The telegraph is, if possible, conoid inbly 
worse than the letter-writers.

HIE LATE COL. CVRRAK TOPE, Of KY. 

To Ike Editor of the Era: 

Among the gallant dead who are often re- 
called to memory by a widely extended cir- 
cle of friends, the man whose name heads this 
article may be referred to. He will long live 
in the hearts of Americans who knew and 
loved hitnwell. From 1810 to 1855 tbe writer 
erjojed hrs per?onal acquaintance. Within 
the paet year often has he been saddened as 
he recalled Colonel Pope's career, and yet why 
should friends regret a career so honorable, 
and closing so glorious'y in defence of "the 
stainless standard of the free?" 

At the battle of Perrysville, Col. Pope, al- 
though ill at the time, led his regiment, five 
hundred strong, into the thickest of the figh", 
and two hundred and two out of it were kil 1 - 
ed and wounded.

Hedred 
soon after the battle from sickness and expo- 
sure. At the opening of the rebellion, with 
every inducement of ease and comfort, with 
wealth and friends to urge quiet and enjoy- 
ment rather than tbe toil and dia aid diata 
snuggles of battle-fields, Col. Pope did not 
hesitate to rush to arms in defence of tho old 
flag and the good cause. 

He has passed to his grave io the full flash 
of manhood, ever to bo remembered by his 
conujrymen and tbe patriotic of all lands. 

The career of snctr men as Curran Pope 
prove how strong and enduring is |he loyalty 
of Kentuckians to tho Union of our fathers, 
ar,d all honor to tbeir memories! The mem- 
ory of his career shall c ruse his grave to be 
covered with the May flowern, and his minly 
virtues long to be ecalled, for "he wil be 
lucurnrd as brave men mourn the bro,ve, aad 
wept as nations weep their cherished deal."

ocratic Convention in Chicago on the 4 h of 
July next, and also to appoint Presidential 
electors for the State; therefora

ty-two years, and the enraged wife was on 
ihe trail of the faithless husband". Richard 
had stolen $H0 In bills, $150 in gold, and a 
gold watch aud chain valued at $250 from his 
tpouse before deserting her for the charms of 
nnotier woman.

Hhwtok's Rmfobt. — In th* »gric«!*»re of 
England and of the Continenl ay* st* the in- 
fluence of a limited instruction, A plough- 
men continue* to be bnt a ploughman, and s 
worker in the vineyard occupies the place filled 
by bis grandfather's grandfather. Whatever 
progress we find in England and Scotland, is 
to bo attributed to a higher and broider de- 
velopment of the mind. Turn to France, and 
in ihe following description of its agriculture |n 
the Stutb, we see the results of subdivided, 
instruction. Ono of our most intelligent con- 
suls thus writes: 

"I recuved the request from tbe Agricul- 
tuial department to furnish it s'lttistie*. 1 
know net what to do. I who have always 
to loved agricultural and horticultural pur- 
suits would certainly b? expected to do 
much in this line. But when I look 
arcund I find ats?lutely nothing in all 
France to in'crcst our country in thai line 
So far is France behind us in all labor-saving 
machinery, in everything relating tD agricul- 
ture cr the mechanic arts even, that I know it 
is the wrong [he.: to seek light. Many thiigt 
are unearihod at Pompeii and Herculaneum 
that pre much in advanco of anythin? in 
France. The ploughs are of the style of the 
ancient Egyptians— a forked tree Their cars 
and wagons of the farm are f lOT rimcu the 
size of our own— awkward and clumsy nff.iirs 
you might worship and not break the seconl 
commandmen', for they are the likeness of 
nett ing on earth. The p?asanU drive in a 
single hog to market as in Ireland, and every- 
thing else in the samo piddling, pi»y«nestyle. 
Is this the style to bo imitated by our own 
large-minded, grcat-souled, euligh:eacd, free- 
born Americans? Not by my aid or consent. 

"This district, and the whole sooth of 
France from here to Nieo, on the Italian bor- 
der, is a land mostly of grapes; the eastern 
half of o'ives also; a poor, miserable charac- 
ter of farming, which we should leave, I think, 
after looking over the who!o gro»id, to the 
small-minded, small farmers of Eiropa. Or 
when we do go at grapc-rafsing, as wc will 
largely in California, let us go at it in our 
own grand ttyle, aswe raise hngs, corn, wheat, 
4c, &c; no piddling or scratching like this." 

Our Agricultural Colleges have heretofore 
failed, became they have aimed to educate for 
the pursuit of agriculture only. Tha son of 
the farmer must be permitted to obey the 
prempt ngs within him, nnd, like Mr. ffib- 
tUr, to hang tho ec) tho on the treo, or, like Mr. 
Clay, lo ride to the highest political stations 
as well as on tho ho-se's bjck to mill. Like 
Wathingtori, he shou!d be lilted for Ihe cia n 
and compute or the management of a lan icd 
estate. 

The conine ef instruction proposed is one of 
physical improvement end moral culture, in 
connection with a normal school and m litar,- 
training. The plan is elaborately laid oita'id 
unfolded by Itichard Otven, and the depart- 
ment thinks that it cannot do belter ihm 
adopt it. I* regard to the land grantd given 
the loyal States by Congress, tho Commisionor 
is of opinion — "That tbe new States of the 
West and Southwfst have had donations grant- 
ed thorn by Congress for the establishment of 
Viuiversiiii'S or seminaries of 1-aniiiijj. Among 
these is Kansas, and wisely determining to 
consolidate, and not di-'sipatj, i s coll 'gefun Is, 
it has consolidated tbo g'.ant for both, mrr^in < 
tbe firs! tne into the iccond, thus saviag a 
useless cxvense in building two edifices when 
cne is ailmfficicnt, in having two sets of pro- 
fessors when only one is required, and by this 
economy tearing a museum, a;spvatu.3, li- 
brary, &c, ho necessary for vhe>proper instruc- 
tion cf all occupations, whither profession il 
or industrial. 

"Under like grants we have the following 
universities: Ohio, at Athms;- Indiana, a: 
Bloomingtoo; Illinois, at Springfield; Mis- 
souri, at Cilumbia; Wisconsin, at Madron; 
Iowa, at Iown City; M chigan,at Ann A . r 
Since tLesc universities wo.c established ma ly 
others have been, in these and other St ttes, 
mostly by religious d-uominationi, in whic.'i 
is usually found sjcH course of ius ruction as 
is adapted t ) 1 rofcssional pursuits; but not to 
tho indus ri. l, for want of the museum, app »- 
ratus, library, and medcl farm. Why retain 
these State Universities as competitors of these 
prime colleges t Why not render theai effi- 
cient, economical, more truly State institu- 
tions, by consolidating the gran's, and thus 
creating a college competent to the thor.iugh 
education of all occupations? The sound pol- 
. icy of such un 01 is the more obvious when it 
is remembered that the last act does allow any 
of the fund crcstv d by it to be used in build- 
in, -. The former grants have provided theso 
and a tk< 1 ton library and apparatus, with a 
fund competent only to sustain a facuhy inad- 
equate to such instruction as the wants of t'eo 
age and of our condition demand. But all 
these would constitute a basis on which, as the 
funds fiom the recent grant were realiised, 
colleges adapted to these wants could be built 
■p."*» '

end as the moat favored men cf the earth en- 
grged in agriculture, so Elijsh found Elisha 
in the field, with twelve yoke of oxen before 
him. Am ng the old farmers wo can mention 
Kouh, Abraham, Isaac, Pharaoh, JacoS, Job, 
King Pttvjd, King Augea«, Emperrr Julian, 
Mtsis, lli r. dotus, Boaz (who marrici hi. 
bcmtifiil reaper, Ruth) Cinciunatus was 
calltdfrmtbu plouaji to the Senate to as- 
sume dictatorship ot the Somite. Tne noblest 
Itemm applied therm eWec to the stulyand 
practice Ol agriculture. Wiieu Carthage was 
c'esTcyed, the woiks on agriculture were tho 
only things icicrved by the Senate. P.iay and 
Viig 1 sudicd tgnculture practically. Cato 
ana Virgil, U sioJ, the poet, George II , of 
England, King of Prussia, and our Washing- 
Un, Jifftieon, Wibster, Clay, aud tin most 
scientific a d large-minded statesmen of thi 
Old and New World have fmnd, tiie science of 
agr cu'tute worthy their attention.

Tub Gauukw — Pkhpaku tub Soil. — The 
garden oogbt to be a source of pleasure aid 
dil'ght, »h roa- it i. t jo often a ca ese of vex- 
ation and • isajipointment. 

Many are tee tap peee d causes cf failure. 
Doubtless m i v th : ngs do c in m - to this oad. 
But tin re is one thing of which we wish to 
ipeak, and it stan It at the very entra see of 
the r rea'. field; it is the first step to a good 
garden We refer to the thorough prepara- 
tion of the soil. 

It is tbe common custom to select a fine 
suxny mo ning in May to plough or spade the 
garden, smo th it olf, and plant it. Oftti nes 
the soil f c s hut one or two has y stirrings, 
and the result is that tho patting of a few 
spring rains aud the hot sun wdl soon puck 
the si il M that on'y a stinted growth cm b: 
enjoyed by anything. Tho heavy fa mer gives 
his eoarse cereals ti e indulgence i f several up- 
tuinings of t : e soil wita tho plough, harrow, 
and cut ivator, and the heavy corn an l^iita- 
toe>«, &c , obtain a more liberal a t^ntion st.ll. 

The orject is not merely to opoe the toil 
snd sppareiit'y pulverize it; it is to air it we.l 
and frequently in the disintegrating process; 
and for this purpose a garden for ra'e, deli- 
cate, and delicious fruits and flowers should 
have, every spring, at least four or five thor- 
ough up umings, and the cheerful plaits, in 
midsummer, will amply rep iy tbe extra toil. 

W th the dry, open spell in early March or 
Febiuaiy we gecerally manage to ferk up the 
garden roughly; we say fork, for a spade 
packs so much of tho s il that we have ban- 
ished it ard sutstitutcd the fpaiing foik. 
Then again, in early April, we watch an op- 
portunity to fork it up more thoroughly; and 
then aga'n, in May, biforc planting, we wish 
to throw up the soil to tbe sun and air three 
or four timr s within a week or two, until it is 
all foil of life and genia i'y. 

Thus prepared, tbe heavy rains or intense 
summer sun «ill" only be welcomed and ab- 
sorbed, and the grand lesult will assuredly be 
forms of turpitsing beauty and»delight 

B gin early, start aright, be faithful an l 
thorough in evtry successive step, and there 
need be no fai'ares in our gardens. 

In orr luxuriant American so ; l we miy 
justly adopt the language of Djuglas Jerrol 1 
when he taid, "You only have to ti 'kle old 
mother earth with a hoe, and sho will surely 
laugh )bu with harvett." R. G. P. 

Sowitto SmiHO Wiikat. — The nature of 
the wheat tlant is to make roots and tiller in 
cool weather, before sending up in s en. 
Sown early it has a chance to do tiis bef .rc 
the warm weather of May draws it up t> a 
head. On this account li-ss grain is needed to 
sow an acie of winter ihan of Dpring whea-. 
Any early, moderately rich, loamy so 1 is goo I 
for wheat, but it ought to bedra ned thorough- 
ly. Spring wlrcat is better adapted than win- 
tor wheat to h>avy but well-tilled clays, on 
which wheat winter-kills by beinfe thrown oui 
by the frost. It is always best to plouxh in 
tbo fall; where this has been done, a light 
dressing of fine manure may be harrowed in 
almost as soon as the frost is out ani th- 
wheat sown In case it is necessary to plough 
in i-piing, turn under strawy manure or a muck 
compo t to give lightness and poros ty to the 
soil, if it is a hoavy one. And unless the soil 
is in excelle-.t tilth do not pot the manure 
very deep. If the wheat is sown late, mo e 
seed is needed. Sow at least 2 bushels, at 
most 2J. T he b:lit w *y t0 P r,l P are tn0 sued is 
to pour it into a string brine, in which one or 
two ounces of pisdtred blue vitriol to the 
bushel of grain is dissolved. Tee brine floats 
off tho imperf. ct grains, chess, oats, and f >u 
socds, whiio tho blue vitriol destroys the t-pores 



of the smut or rust plant. After the brino has 
dra ned, it may lie in a heap sever 1 days be- 
t' iv sowing, at which time it should be rolled 
in slacked lime (dry) or gyp'um to dry it. If 
possible, drill in tho crop; it saves half a bush- 
el of seed to the acre, and adds several bush- 
els to the harvost. — Agriculturist. 

Rrorrr KrwD np a Ganriwir — Th* three 
grand requisites for successful gardening are, u 
thoroughly-drained soil (naturally or other 
wise), plenty of manure, aud the best of culti- 
vation. With theso, no man can fail of suc- 
cess. In market-gardenin.?, there need be no 
regular succession as is practised in farming — 
no fallows; the soil must he m.ilo to produce a 
succession each year. The laud must gro in 
with its burden from early spring until the 
snows cover the landscape. Tom tomatoe', 
cucumbers, and late coin may sticc'od spinach; 
late melons follow a crop of early turnips, 
beets, or carrots; cabbage and sweles after 
early potatoes; tquashrs planted with tho eir- 
Her varieties cf com will grow and produce 
beautiful crops af.er it has been cut and 
stacked. 

Fanners often undertake to raise vegetables 
in their fields with other crops; this is all 
wrong, except for late potatoes and turnipi. 
There is nothing that pays be ter than a well- 
kept garden; n .thing mere heal hful to the 
mind than a walk therein with the wife and 
little ones, after the toils of the day. It will 
soon become a labor of love to the little ones 
to help care fvr and weed i'; soon will cumj 
the heavenly influence of flowers.

With 
this liquor sprinkle the 1 me gently until the 
whole dn ps into a dry powder; thro>v th s 
powder plentifully do>n tbe holes and about 
the places where the vermin come. The rem- 
ery will be found most effectual. 

The Wildest Can hb Tamed. — AH ani- 
mals have been tanr d by suitable treatment, 
even the hyena, the ridnoccros, the lion, the 
tiger, the alligator, and the crocodile. The 
tiger, wolf, &c, have remembered a former 
mnster for years, and received him with ex- 
trt me affection The most inimical anim.U 
have been brought to live in amity and famil- 
iarity. Kindness su duos tho most ferocious 
in sll cases. 

A Hint to Farmers. — Taore are three 
things easily raised mid harvested, for which, 
the farmers may depend upon it, tbore will be 
an enormous cemanl and high p'ices paid 
duiing the war. We refer to potatoes, beans, 
and onions. The farmers could not do a bet- 
ter thing for thcmst-Ivra and their oun ryruen 
than to p'ant these vcgetalvca very extensive- 
ly. If it apnea's, as ihe spring advances, that 
ihe wheat crop is likely to he tho t, aud that 
fruit will be scare, onion3, potatoes, and 
b aLS must be had to till tho vaeunra.

PotrND Cakb. — Take a pound of sif ed su- 
gar and a found of fresh butter; mix them 
wi.h the band ten minutes, and put to them 
nine yolks and five whi-es ot eggs, well beaten 
work ill together, und aid a pound of sifed 
flour, some caraway seed", four ounces of can- 
died orange p.el cut in'o tliocs, a few currants 
well cleaLcd; nix all together very lightly. 

Gr.Ar-K Plawtino. — Mr. Mason, who seems 
to bo the best authority among the many ex- 
perienced and able members of tho St Louis 
Hor icnlturul Society, recently, on request, 
gavo lis views as to tho planting of grapes 
As to the distacc; apart at which they should 
be panted, he said that depended much up >u 
tin- kind. Rampant gio ve.s, like the Con- 
cord, Taylor, Norton's Virgin a, and some 
others, require more room than tho-e of medi- 
um prijwth ; and these of small growth, like 
the Delaware, reqnire itill less roim. The 
average distance is eight feet by eight, b it he 
thongh nine by nine, or nine by ten, Itill bet- 
ter for most rorts, because even ih «n the roets 
would inteilock. Some growers in New To k 
plant them twelve f eel by twelve, and get enor- 
mous crops. Mr. Mason thought nine by t:n 
feet best, with trellis six or eight feat high. 
Delawarcs he would plant eight by tight feet 
apart. He would stir the ground twenty to 
twenty-four inches deep. He would p!o v a 
space five cr six feet wide, then with a scraper 
scraj-c off, plough a^ain, and so no till the pro- 
per doptlj is attained. Ho believed an acre 
cun bo prepared .this way for twenty five or 
thirty dol'ars, while trenching with spvle 
would cost seventy-fiio or eighty. He thought 
the tows should he planted in a north and 
t,outh direction. 

Ho WSJ asked whether he wou'd gnw any- 
thing between the rovs, like pea*, strawber- 
ri s, or potatoes, ar d repli d that peas are less 
objectionable than strawberries, which exhaust 
the soil of moisture. Potatoes woul t 11 it do. 
He cultivated them tne year b.tveen the ro»s 
ofpa't of his Cata*bas, aod the difference is 
yet vi-ible. 

Feeding Calves — A friend of nun who 
has great success in raising calves oa 
skimmed milk and "corn pmliing," says the 
Genesee Farmer, aiop s the f illowiue; method: 

Ho 1 gvlt lets the calf suck the cow, but 
teaches it to drink out of a pail. Ween the 
calf is three or four days old, ho tak s about a 
ten cupful of corn meai and pmrs a pint of hot 
watt rover it. st rs it up, an I lets it scald for a few 
minutes. He then pours oil threo or four 
quarts of skimmed milk, or as much as the 
calf will drink. In iho meantime he has had 
a pioce of iron hea ing in tho stive. Ween 
red hot he stirs tin milk with it. Thii 
"scorching the milk" he con.ilers of the 
greatest importance when calves are fed on 
skiinm, d milk. It prevco's it from scoaring. 
tho calves. As the calf grows older he in- 
creases the quantity of corn meal The skint 
med mi k at first is only twelve, hours from 
milking, but when the calf i old. r the milk 
may be allowed to stan 1 twenty-four or thirty- 
ox hours before it is sk-mmcd. 

Farmer ani Mechmic. 
■ We have rnis A icvoral c.Mves in this raide 
— all but the hot iron — and can see no 
necessity of wa-ting eny part of the but or o r 
chies; ot the milk upon e calf. Wo have h si 
r.o trouble with the ' scours" by this mole, auet 
cvrry ono of our calv.s has grown and lo ik- 
1 d as well as if it r-ad run with tho m ither. 
Thoy have giecdily devoured no: merely skint 
milk, but sour milk and butter mi.k, w.th the 
meal padding, M,d often with the uncooked 
meal, or shorts. We havo male capital roung 
beef in this way by a little extra feeding of soft, 
coi n und pumpkins in iho fall. The experi- 
ment has convinced us that ihis process fu'- 
liiehcs more of nice young beef in ci /lit months 
rom the b r h of the calf, than the same ex- 
enso of tond wou'd of pork, and of course it is 
more satisfactory 10 cat it. 

Of Ctiuno, in this, as in everything else, a 
little gumption is nocessA-y. Tnajoung calf 
should no> he put upon this regimen at once, 
but brought to it gradually so that in ton days 
it will live exelusiva'y upon t .is bid of faro. 
At first give milk fresh from tho cow, then 
"half and half new and skim, and finally all 
sk in with meal. Introduce the buttermilk 
gradually al o, and soon it will take clear but- 
to milk and almost any slop that a pig will 
drirk.
